A Day: 


Nothing He

WORKS HARD, 


The following Is a typleal record 
of the activities of Signor Muasolint 
which enn be culled almost dally 
from the more format and oMcial 
columns of Itatian newspapers: 

“The Capo del Governo yester- 
day morning received the Proyin- 
cial Prefects and heard theic re- 
ports at) the Palazzo Venezia; 
opened the International Medical 
Congress at the Campldoglio; 
presided at a Cabinet Mecting at 
the Viminale; was received in 
nudicnee by the King at the 
Qurinal. 

“The Capo del Governo yester- 
day afternoon [napected — the 
Trajan Forum excavations; visit- 
ed the building scheme at Ostia; 
received the Ambassadors of 
ULS.A., the Argentine, and China; 
received H.E, the Prime Minister 
of Turkey and slgned a Treaty of 
Friendship, Arbitration and 
Trade: recelved {n audience the 
Principal of Rome University, 
Mr. Brown, President of tho U.S. 
tron Corporation, Mr. Smith, 
Chairman of the Anglo-Italian 
Dante Association, and Signor 
Tale, President of Ex-Soldicra’ 
Association of Abruzzi; welcomed 
the winners and semi-finalists of 
the National Football Cup, 

“The Capo de! Governo Inst 
night at 10 o'clock presided at a 
Meeting of the Fascist Grand 
Council, which finished at 2 a.m, 
this morning.” 

From seml-official sources it can 
then be learned that in course of 
the same day the Capo del Governo 
also had a morning ride In tho 
Borghese Gardens, n fencing bout 
with the Maestro Rodolf, and a 
bathe nenr Ostia. it will probably 
te discovered that he also had an 
English lesson, enjoyed the playing 
of a string quartet at the Villa 
Torlonla, was interviewed, dlecuss- 
ed a play with Signor Forzano, and 
had a private view of a film. e 

How Docs He Do It? 

It has to be remembered that 
these ‘engagements 
outward progress of work and Ideas

minutes, reports, and plans. That 
he should have added playwriting to 
hin other activities ia almost = In- 
credible. 

How does he do it? Mussolini 
himself has provided the answer. 
Referring to his work at a meeting 
of the Grand Fraciat Council he has 
sald; “I have set my motor to a 
programnit; { have rationalised my 
daily work; I have reduced to a 
minimum all dispersion of timt and 
energy; and .[ have adopted this 
maxim, Which I recommend to all 
Htalians—the work of each day 
must be planned out and then it 
must be methodleally but regularly 
finished within that day. Nothing 
should be held over. All ordinary 
work ought to be done with almost 
Mechanical precision. My labours 
seem light to me, partly becnuso 
‘they are varied. [ carry on because 
the will fs sustained by faith, and 
my mind easily obeys my will.” 

Mussolint rjses at seven o'clock 
and goes for an hour's exercise on 
horseback. In the grounds of the 
Villa Torlonia there is a riding 
track and ‘a flight of .moderate 
jumpa which he uses on days when 
he docs not go further afteld to the 
Borghese Gardens or the Roman 
Campagna, The Duoo loves horses 
and has six ‘in the Torlenia stables 
—four Ardbs and two Italian 
hunters of Irish stock. 

This morning ride he has said, 
keeps him in perfect physical con- 
dition, “and after my xallop, I feel 
supremely prepared to confront the 
grave responsibilities that my office 
demands.” He longs to hunt, and 
says, “I have no &ime to join the 
hunt, I would tike to, for I know 
that there is no sport more electri- 
fying, especially {f one hag under 
one a swift animal that takes all 
obstucles and gées like an arrow.” 

After his morning ride Mussolini 
every other day has a bout with the 
sabre, which he prefers to the foil 
or epee. His maestro da scherma, 
Cav, RoWolfi, describes the Duce as 
“spezzasclabole terrible.” After a 
tepid bath Mussolinj has for break- 
fast a little fruit, a cup of milk 
flavoured with coffee, and nothing 
else, 


Routine Work. 

The Duce is then motored 
Palazzo Venezia, and the forenoon, 
when the Cabinet fx not sitting, is 
devoted to ndministrntive work re- 
duced to a routine. He sees each 
day at this. time the Party 
Secretnry, the: Chief of the Presa, 
Bureau, the Chief of Police, the 
Interlor Under Secretary, and other 
admintstrative heads, He also 
reads the summary of the world’s 
Press. 

At one o'clock he goca home for 
dinner, which consists of salad and 
fruit, perhaps a Httke fish or boiled 
meat and milk, Wine has never 
ngreed with him, and he practically 
never touches it. He never drinks 
strong coffoe and smokes only a 
most occasional cigarette. His old 


cook, Cesira, prepares all his meals, 
a stmple business, and serves them 
as ho likes them—ia the pininest of 
dishes, 

In the enrly afternoon Mussolini 
reInxes a littio (when the Chamber 
is not altting) and his favourite 
kind of “relaxation” [5 to sit at 
the wheel of hin super-Fiat, race 
down to Ostia or Castel Porzlano, 
have a bathe and race back, 

Back at the Palazzo Venezia he 
begins correspondence and drafting 
work with his sceretartes at 4 
o'clock. About 6.30 Ambassadors, 
Minteters, visitors, diatinguished 


and otherwine, are received, and 
foreign affairs discussed with theac 
and with fhe’ Foreign Minister. 
Fortified with a glasa or two of 
milk and mineral wxter, Mudolini 
continues this work until 8.30 p.m., 
when he goes home, and takes with 
him any book he has heard about 
during the day. For supper at nine 
ho ré¢peats hia Nght meal of fruit 
and milk, 
Plays the Violin. 

The Fascist Council Meeting time 
In always 10 p.m., but when there 
is no mecting Mussolirtl reads— 
preferably political, social, and 
economic history, or politigal philo- 
sophy——and plays the violin. Sinco 
his youth he has played and he says 
that in his Socialistic exile days in 
Switzerland, whatever alse he jettl- 
soned, his violln he always kept 
with him, 

Myssolin{’s devotion to his mis- 
siorf of recroating Italy means great 
self-sacrifice, and the greatest sacri- 
fico Is the curtaflment of family 
Nfe, of which he 1s fnordinately 
fond and on which Ke bases. the 
social system of his new Italy. 
The Duce’a wife, Donna Rachele, 
devotes herself to her home and 
children and does not enter into the 
social side of her husband’s duties. 

Since Mussolini took office ten 
years ago he has had no_ holiday 
longer than three days, and these 
brief occasions he always spends 
with his children, farming on the 
experimental plots of his small 
estate in the Romagna,

in the national interests. Whether or not a punitive expedition will! 
be sent to Manchuria is still a matter for conjecture but there is 
little doubt that the “Volunteers” who are proving so troublesome 
to the Japanese troops, are being supported by’ Marshal Chang, who 
in turn seems to have some understanding with ‘the Central Gov- 


ernment. The sentiment of the country is undoubtedly favourable 
to a policy of resistance and it is not difficult to sympathise with 
that feeling.” But discretion is necessary and the authorities’ must 
prevent any foolish riots which may be seized upon by Japan as‘a 
Pretext for a further invasion of Chinese territory. The League 
of Nations has still to consider the Lytton report and in the interim 
the boycott. will prove a damaging ‘weapon...

~ Economy Demanded In 
Commerce Car 


Sturdy. Foi - Colder. 
Unit Are Useful 


UPKEEP 


The present financial crisis 
calls for extra cnre in selecting 
vehicles which can be operated 
at the minimum ‘cost and give 
Jong mileage at the Iawest de- 
preciation. 

Low initial price does not ne- 
ceasorily mean economical trans- 
port, 18 many owners have 
found to their cost after n few 
months’ running. Although the 
list price has been, and always 
will be, one of the chief consider- 
ations, it fs unwise to buy a vehi- 
cle just because it is offered at 
a few pounds below the average 
figure. The question of — price, 
therefore, should be teft as the 

tim deciding factor, Design, 
quality of material, and work- 
aeaRhip are points which should 
receive far more attention, and 
for the business man who de- 
mands definite proof of superior- 
ity before buying it is well to 
examine various — competitive 
vehicles and compare the speci- 
fications. 

A sturdy four-cylinder unit ia 
regarded as the most suitable 
type fur commercial work, and 
ft ia invariably myre economical 
to run and cusier to overhaul 
than a six-cylinder — engine. 
Quality of material can be gaug- 
ed by reference to specifications 
to see that high tensile steel is 
used for important working parts 
such as the crankshaft and 
valves, though the reputation of 
the manufacturers and the guar- 
antee given should be taken into 
considerntion. Although a four- 
cylinder engine does not have 
what we might call the refine- 
ments of a “six,” it gives all the 
power needed, with two charges 
of petro! gas for each revolution 
of the cranksheft as compared 
with three charges for the six- 
eylinder unit, Consequently, lens 
petrol is used with a “four,” and 
there are fewer wearing parts to 
lubricaté, while oil consumption 
is lower. Moreover, a “four” is 
simple to understand, and all 
motor engineers are familiar 
with the orthodox construction, 
which again: reduces costs. 

Three Speeds, 

A three-speed range or gears 
with reverse is considered suffi- 
cient for lorries and vans up to 
one ton capacity. Heavier vehi- 
cles should have four speeds, em- 
bodying a low emergency gear

for exceptional sradients or soft 
ground. 

-The cost of a vehicle may be 
Increaned considerably if the 
buyer has to pay for extras which 
are really necessary for ordin- 
ary running. Iwspect the equip- 
ment offered with the vehicle. 
For instance, a spare wheel com- 
plete with pneumatic tyre is a 
neceasity, and should, therefore, 
form part of the equipment; also, 
heavy vehicles with large tyres 
should be fitted with a power- 
driven tyre pump with connect- 
ing tube to all wheels. 

Again, it is wise to think 
what happena after the vehicle 
is bought. Maintenance costa 
muat be kept at the lowest figure, 
but it must be remembered that 
cutting down the work of keep- 
ing the machine in good condi- 
tion is not to be encouraged. 
Regular attention to lubrication 
and adjustment duties wll re- 
duce wear and tear, and depre- 
elation. Periodical overhauling 
should tak pInce after a fixed 
mileage. This can be done either 
by one's own engineers or the 


vehicle can be returned to the 
manufacturer, or put in the 
hands of the authorized local 
denler who knows the job. 

It Is well to know that some 
of the large manufacturers have 
arranged a schedule of repair, 
upkeep and adjustment charges, 
so that owners may be able to 
ascertain the exact cost of hav- 
ing executed practically any 
type of repair work to their vehi- 
cles, this being in addition to 
the standardized prices for spare 
parts, : 
Standard Charges, 

A 24-page booklet has been 
published giving full details of 
repnir charges in connection 
with Morris-Commercial — vehi- 
cles, which gives schedules show- 
ing, costs under their respective 
headings. It must clearly be 
understood that the charges re- 
ferred to in these schedules

proper care- and attention from 
the point of view of lubrication, 
adjustment, etc. All authorized 
Morris-Commercial dealers — in 
Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
Innd have agreed to honour the 
charges set out in this schedule;

SEXTON BREAKS

Hard Fight To Reach 
World Arena. 


Leo F. Sexton, of Long Tslands! 
New York, the Olympic champion,, 
has broken the world record for the’ 
shot put with a distance of 62 ft. 
11% In, The old world record of 
52 ft, 74 in, was set up by E, 
Hirshfield, ef Germany, in 1928. 
Sexton, who stands 6 ft, 354 in. and 
weighs 240 ib., established a new 
Olympic record at Los Angeles on 
August 1, when he won the event 
with a distance of 62 ft. 6 3/16in.
